PORT ARTHUR, CITY OF DEATH 


Russian Officer Describes Horrors 
of Beleaguered Fortress. 


SAD HAVOC OF JAP SHELL 


Hospitals Riddled and Patients Driven 
Like Ghosts Into Streets. 


BULLETIN. 

TOKIO, Dec. 18, 11 a. m.—The battleship 
Sevastopol has been successfully torpedoed 
ten times. Advices from Port Arthur say 
that the battleship is aground and evidently 
completely disabled. 


CHEFOO, Dec, 17., midnight.—Port Ar- 
thur is like a white city of the dead, declare 
the seven refugees who arrived here in an 
open sailboat from thé beleaguered fortress, 
bringing dispatches from Gen. Stoessel to 
the czar. | | 

Commander Mizzenoff, the leader of the 
party, was executive officer of the battleship 
Poltava until that warship was abandoned 
as a wreck in the harbor. He says Port Ar- 
thur Is desolate and except for the firing of 
the guns a silent place. : 

Wounded Driven to Streets. 

“Port Arthur never looked more sepul- 
chral than on the night of Dec. 9,"" he said. 
“when the Japanese shelis repeatedly hit a 
hospital, killing seven of the patients. Other 
patients who were not helpless, fearing for 
their lives, fled into the snow covered streets. 
Clothed in their white hospital garments, 
maimed, crippled, and pallid, they made a 
ghostly show, and it was some time before 
the provost guard forced them to return to 
the hospital. A number died from exposure. 

“The hospital contains 8,000 patients. 

“The Russians,” he continued, “ are hus- 
banding their artillery ammunition, firing 
only when the effect will be certain. There 
are 16,000 men in the line of forts, and their 
periods of rest are few. 

“The generals, except Gen. Stoessel, live 
in the forts. 


Nearly Every Building Injured. 


“ Every building in the whole town is more 


or less injured. 
“ Gen. Stoesgel has put the entire popula- 
tiorf’ on regular rations sufficient to last three 


monthe The ammunition is sufficient to last 


much longer. 

“TI believe the Japanese will never take the 
fortress under present conditions. 

“The Sevastopol is the only warship that 
has not been disarmed. 

** During the recent fighting some Japanese 
torpedo boats came in close to the harbor 
entrance. Gen. Stoessel hes notified Rear 
Admiral Wirenius to reljeve the forts of re- 
sponsibility of repelling these attacks. Rear 
Admiral Wirentus sent the Sevastopol to the 
outer road, where it anchored every night, 
returning to the harbor in the morning. 

“The Sevastopol has been hit once super- 
ficially. It sunk one of the Japanese torpedo 
boats near the harbor entrance. 

“Rear Admiral Wirenius, while going out 
in the harbor to visit the battleship Retvizan, 
was slightly wounded in the arm by the 
fragment of a shell.” |

by Japanese shells no explusions have fo]- 
lowed. This leads to the suspicion that the 
Russian magazines are empty and that the 
ammunition is entirely exhausted or has been 
removed. There have been frequent rumors 
in the last few weeks that the Russians have 
been removing their stores of ammunition to 
Liautishan, where they will make their last 
stand, if they are driven out of Port Arthur. 


Stoessel Appeals to Nogi. 
The Japanese bombardment of the town of 
Port Arthur has brought a personal appeal 
from Gen. Stoessel for the establishment of a 
hospital fleld outside of the danger zone. .. 
Two letters from Gen. Stoessel to Gen. 
Nogi reached headquarters at 8 o’clock tn the 
evening of Dec. 15. The first read as follows: 
“ I have the honor to inform you that your 
artillery has bombarded our hospitals, which 
are plainly distinguished by Red Cross flags. 
These insignia are visible from your artillery 
positions. 1 request you to prohibit the bom- 
bardment. I make the request from my high 
esteem for our brave heroes, who, after giori- 
ously fighting with your force, lie wounded itn 
the hospitals under the Red Cross. Among 
those helped are some Japanese wounded. 
“TI avail myself of the opportunity to con- 
vey to you assurances of my high respect.” 


Sends a Second Appeal. 

Accompanying this letter was another from 
Gen. Stoessel to Gen. Nogi, saying: 

“TY hereby intrust the bearer. Barashoff 
Langa, hunt master to the emperor and 
superintendent of the Red Cross, to negotiate 
with your excellency in order to remove the 
hospitals outside the dangerous zone during 
bombardment. It is needless to say that we 
have respect for your right to promote the 
success of your operations.” : 

Mogi Cannot Comply. 

Gen. Nogi further reports that he sent Maj. 
Saito, accompanied by Prof. Anga and an 
} interpreter, to Salichiao to deliver a reply 
which was accompanied by the following 
letter to Gen. Btoessel: 

“I have the honor to assure you that the 
Japanese army, respecting humanity and 
treaties since the beginning of the siege, bas 
never purposely directed shells against 
buildings or vessels flying the Red Cross, 
but the greater part of the garrison is !n- 
visible from our gun positions, and as you 
know shells do not always reach the. place 
to which they are directed, and, especially 
owing to your long and brave resistance, the 
deviation of our guns is becoming greater 
and greater.

only natural he should play second fiddle.

The outcome of the bs battle is about as diffi- 
cult to predict as was that between Corbett 
and Nelson. On past performances there 
was but little to choose, between that pair, 
but Nelson's record sticks out much stronger 
than. Britt's. The only possibile *‘ dope” to 
compare their = 
fights with the same’ men, 
Canole, and the results of those battles, 
show Nelson the betterman. Fight *‘ dope” 
as @ rule. and which hasbeen «xemplified 
‘times without number, counts for naught in 
selecting winners, so their respective fight- 
ing abilities, regardiess of their past per- 
formances, will have to be delved into. 

To begin with, those that have never seen 
either man in action would select Nelson as 
the winner, principally on his showing 
against Corbett, as compared with that of 
Britt's. It does not naturally follow, how- 
ever, that because the “‘ Battler’’ did more 
to Corbett in ten rounds than Britt did in 
twenty that he should trim Jimmy just as 
handily. It must not be considered that be- 
cause Corbett could do nothing with Nelson, 
that Jimmy will be at a loss as to how to 
conduct himself when he faces him. That, of 
course, is the natural supposition at a hurry 
up glance of their fights with the same men, 
but Britt, despite the fact that he received 
what was said to be an undeserved decision 
over Corbett, is the toughest fighting proposi- 
tion Nelson has ever been asked to meet. 


He is as tough as a pine knot, has never 
‘Aiasipated, is a clever two handed fighter, 
an excellent blocker, can fight good and 
hard at either long or close range, and can 
hit equally as hard, it is supposed, as can 
Neleon. In speedy deliveries at close range 
fighting Nelson has nothing on him, and 
judging from what I have seen of both, Britt 
has the superior knowledge in the finer points 
of the game.

“It may surprise you to hear,”’ said Seo- 
retary Langtry, “that in the course of pro- 
moting the tournament we have come across 
quite a number of clubs that are ignorant of 
the American Bowling congress and its func- 
tions, and this does not apply alone to those 
in far off cities, for we found them in Wis- 
consin and even one in Ohio. Now, we are 
not. down here to kick, but it does not seem 
fair.that the powlers handling the national] 
tournament should in addition have put upon 
them the educational part of the work, which 
rightly belongs to the American Bowling con- 
gress.. Mr. Moll and myself have person- 
ally visited many of the leading bowling 
towns in Wisconsin and northern Michigan, 
and I believe I am safe in saying that tnese 
sections of the country are better organized 
than any others. |

YOST AMENDS CAMP’S SCHEME. 


Michigan Coach Suggests Substitute; 
with Modifications, to Eastern Au- 
thority’s Ten Yard Rule.. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Dec. 17.—[Special. ]}—A 
working plan for Walter Camp’s su 
of ten yards for a first down in football 
games has been devised by Coach Yost of 
Michigan, His scheme provides for the ob- 
jection that teams cannot score under a ten 
yard rule by playing the last twenty-five 
yards toward touchdown under the old sys- 
tem. This plan does not put the five yard 
rule fn operation inside both twenty-five 
yard lines, but only that of the team on de- 
Yost’s statement ts as follows: 

“The ten yard rule might be made ef- 
fective. provided the rules governing the at- 
tack ‘were changed so as to make it possible 
to gain the necessary distance for a first 
down. I believe in a rule requiring ten yards 
tc be gained for a first down, except inside 
the opponents’ twenty-five yard line, when 
the distance to be gained should be five yards 
for a first rule, as under the present rule. 

“Then change the rule regarding the dis- 
position of the men, so that when outside 
the. opponents’ twenty-five yard line five 
men shall be on the line of scrimmage at all 
times; but that inside the opponents’ twen- 
ty-five yard line six men must be on the 
line of scringumage at all times. both 
cases permit the first man receiving the 
hall from the snapper back to carry it be- 
yond the line of scrimmage, provided he goes 
outside the second man from the one who 
put the ball in play. This rule of ten and 
ive yards would permit scoring, and would 
give a chance to thoroughly try out the 
change which would take place under a ten 
yard rule. 

“ Provision would aleo have to be made to 
govern the distance to be gained when ap- 
proaching the opponents’ twenty-five yard 
line. When the distance of ten yards to be 
gained would place the ball beyond the 
twenty yard line then that line should be 
made the. distance to be gained for first 
down, AS an illustration, suppose a team 
is on its opponents’ twenty-eight yard line, 
first. down. Then the point to be gained 


would be the opponents’ twenty yard line, 
or eight yards, the disposition of the men 
to be governed four yards under one set of 


rules mentioned above, and four yards under 
the other. The number of men behind the 
line would better afford protection for an 


end run, and the fact that ten yards would 


have tO be made for first down would in 
most instances result in an end run, while 
line bucking ‘would be resorted to only in 
case a short distance were necessary for a 
first down.”’ 

In addition to Coach Yost, the University of 
Michigan football eleven will have a supple- 
mentary system of graduate coaching next 
fall, and the athletic manager, Charles Baird, 
and Yost himself say that at least one or 
two ex-Michigan men are in view already. 

This slight modification in Michigan's 
coaching system was suggested by the re- 
cent eastern trip of Fitzpatrick, Yost, and 
Baird. The idea originated partly in watch- 
ing the work of Yale linesmen in the Yale- 
Harvard game. Of this work Trainer Fits- 
patrick said: “Although as a team the 
Yale line was probably not any stronger 
than ours, yet as Individuals they had a 
higher average of finish in their play than 
Michigan. They knew more points of the 
game, especially on defense. Though I think 
we had one or two linesmen better than 
Yale's, yet the individual attention which 
was given to each man by an individual 
coach showed to great advantage.”’

Continuing, the Tribune says: 
- As Comimissioner Knapp has pointed out, in the 
ten years from 1887 to 1607, when the commis- 
sion assumed the power of fixing rates, and the 
railroads conceded it, there wae no trouble. 
It has been assumed by some of the rail- 
road officials that it is proposed to confer a 
new “authority upon the commission, and 
that it would be exercised in a harsh and 
arbitrary manner. Yet we can only judge 
of what is likely to happenifrom that which 
did happen in the ten years when the com- 
mission, without dispute, exercised the power 
in question. The presumption is not that 
the authority to fix rates Would be exercised- 
harshly or arbitrarily, that the dis- 
cretion reposed in the commission would be 
wisely employed and not exerted to oppress 
the railroads, or to satisfy a popular clamor 
for unreasonably low rates. 
\- Tt has been said that the commission is 
not of such a character hs to command the 
confidence of railroad men. Possibly its 
character has deteriorated because its func- 
tions have been diminished, In proportion 
as its power should be increased the per- 
sonnel and character of } the commission 
-would be raised. If necessary, congress 
might attach to the office of commissioner 
such a salary as would attract to it experts 
/of admitted ability who would exercise the 
power of fixing rates in such a manner as 
to satiefy railroad men of their disposition 
to be fairand reasonable. — ie 
The New York Tribune justly says: “ If 
“ the rail or the public, one or the other, 
“must take a risk it would seem as if con- 
“sideration stropld first be given to the 
“ public.” 7 
That is all the advocates of the legislation | 
recommended by the president ask for.

_ Blue vitriol, or copper sulphate; mingling 

with polluted water in the ratio of one part 

of the former to several million parts of the 

latter, is the remedy for the ills of a tainted 

water supply. In the current Century Mae-. 
azine the process is described at considerable 

length by Mr. G. H. Grosvenor. re 

One-half .of the population of civilized 
countries depends on stored water for its 
supply. ‘Not only is there always great dan- 
ger of disease from contamination but even 
when serious danger is not present there is 
a disagreeable stench gpt to develop in reser- 
voir water, especially in the summer months. 

“ At times the odor has been so bad that 
the authorities have dragged the bottom of 
thé reservoir for a dead body, or have been 
obliged to shut off the supply for months at a 
time.” 

‘The stench is caused by- vegetable matter | 
(alge), whieh enters quiescent water in 
some inexplicable way. These organisms 
multiply at an astonishing rate. “If the 
water is absolutely quiet they are not offen- 
sive, but when water becomes disturbed 
by pumping or drawn off, tiny sacs of 
oll are broken and the foulksmell begins.” 
Many experiments have been made for rid- 
ing water supplies of these algse, but nothing 
effective was discovered until the depart- 
ment of agriculturé hit upon the plan of 
using copper sulphate, 

By placing 200 pounds of blue vitriol in 
coarse sacks, suspending these sacks from 
the stern of a rowboat, and rowing up and 

‘down the reservoir for several hours, the 
water supply of a city in Kentucky was com- 
pletely cured of its disagreeable smell ‘and 
taste in three days. ‘Phe alge were so dense 
that a strong dose of the medicine was ad- 
ministered—rone part blué vitriol to 4,000,- 
000 parts water. The cost of the medicine 
was $12.50. Mr. Grosvenor says. “The 
town, which had been spending thousands of 
dollars each year ineffectually, has had no 
further trouble.” | 

While the copper sulphate kills the alge : 

and other germs resident in the water it im- 
parts no. poison that will endanger himan 
life. There is more copper in a can of peas 
than in 330 gallons of water that hawe been 
sterilized by the strongest dose of copper 
sulphate necessary to destroy alge: and dis- 
| @ase germs. | 

The announcement of the-copper cure has 
brought te light many incidents from the 
past which tend to confirm its validity. The 
unwitting use ef blue vitriol during an epi- 

demic of cholera in the city of Indiana 
stopped the further -ravages of the plagne.

DANIEL WEBSTER. 

Senator Hayne of South Carolina sat 
down after saying that the final interpreta- 
tion of the constitution rested with the 
states. Senator Webster of Massachusetts 
arose. and gaid that the final interpretation 
of the constitution rested with the union. 
It. was the power with which he said it that 


raised him to the loftiest moment of his’ 


eareer. From 1830 on the forensic foe of 
Hayne was the historical ally of Hamilton 


‘and of Marshall, in the process by which 


the inhabitants of the several states of this 
union came to recognize themselves as citi- 
gens of one nation devoted to “ liberty and 


union, now and forever,.one and insep- 
arable.” 

secretary of the treasury, in 
the years of the republic, intro- 


duced into it the administrative measures, 
such as the bank, the tariff, and the asesump- 
tion of the state debts, which made the gov- 
ernment at Washington a real govertiment 
on its own account and not the mere agent of 
the states. Marshall, as chief justice, ina 


long series of decisions, marked out the lim- 


its of constitutional law and established a 
domain withih which the nation and not the 
atate was supreme. Webster, as senator, 
the greatest of American orators, bodied 
forth the work of Hamilton and of Mar- 
shall in words which were recited in every 
and which @arried home to 
e American the sentiment that he was 
an American first and a citizen of his state 
afterwards. — 

Webster's life is a series of speeches. 
Madison stands to posterity as the “ father 
of the coiistitution.” Jackson stands as the 
destroyer of the United States bank, the 
contriver of the spotls system, and the pro- 

iat of the rough democracy of the west. 
John Quincy Adams stands as the inventor 
of the “ Monroe doctrine” and the savior 
of the t of petition to congress. Olay 
carried ugh congress the compromise 
méasures of 1820, of 1883, of 1850. 
Webster alone among the men whom the 
American people have saluted ad statesmen 
‘ean be connected with no great acts of legis-. 
lation or of administration. His greatest 
concrete accomplishment was the Ashbur- 
ton treaty with England, signed when he 
‘was, secretary of state under Tyler, in 1842, 
and settling the northeastern boundary be- 
tween, the United States and Canada. He 
will be known to the ages to come as a man 
who simply, by speaking, reached a place 
among the heroes of his country. 

No man was ever better qualified to speak. 
The English navvy who saw him in Liver- 
pool and said, “ There goes a king,” was 
sustained in his verdict by so different a man 
as Carlyle, who said that he had more “ si- 
lent Berserkir rage” than any other persén- 
age of the times. “Good heavens, he is a 
small cathedral by himself!’ exclaimed Syd- 
ney Smith, who wae.not a sentimentalist 
and who depreciated America. When Web- 
ster rose to confront Hayne his presence 
alone, before he had opened his lips, per- 
suaded many of the spectators that the union 


It was the union that Webster spoke of 
from the time when he came to Washington 
as a congressman from New Hampshire in 
1818 to the time when, in 1850, he virtually 
closed his career with his famous, or infa- 
mous, speech of the 7th of March. Hayne 
and Calhoun, disciple and master, both from 
South Carolina, both seeing the ruin of 
Seuth Carolina in the tariff, had drawn upon 
history to prove that when the constitution 
was adopted it was regarded by the men 
who adopted it as a “ compact ” from which 
any state, when that compact was violated, 
might withdraw. Yet South Carolina did 
not propose in 1830 to withdraw. It pro- 
posed to stay within the union and simply 
“nullify” within its own borders the tariff 
law, which it regarded as unconstitutional. 
Webster's claim to greatness does not rest 
upon his having proved that the fathers of 
the republic did not regard the constitution 
as a mere compact. Historically Hayne 
ran him hard. The constitution in 1788 was 
an experiment, In 1830 it was a — fact. 
What Webster did wasin speech after 
speech to proclaim to the people of America 
that a nation had come into being and they 
were that nation. Withdrawal, nullifica-: 
tion, and secession might be _ historically 
thinkable. They were morally impossible. 
When Webster died his whole epitaph in the 


minds of his fellow-citizens was “ the senti- |’ 


ment of union.” 7 

He wanted to be president. From the 
time of his Hayne speech in 1830 to the time 
of his death in 1852 he wanted to be presi- 
dent. When, in 1852, the whigs paseed him 
by and nominated Gen. Scott his chagrin, 
beth for himself and for his party, over- 
whelmed him, and he ended his life advising 
his friends to vote for the democratic noimi- 
nee, Pierce. 

The action which the.whigs took was po- 
litically just/fiable. 
great deal during Gen. Jackson's adminic- 
tration about the dreadfulness of being ruled 
by a “ military chieftain.” Yet Clay, the 
great antagonist of the military chieftain, 
was defeated both in 1832 and in 1844 and 
the only two presidential successes that the 
whigs had came in 1840, when they elected 
Gen. Harrison, the hero of Tippecanoe and 
of the Thames, and in 1848, when they 
elected Gen. Taylor, the hero of Palo Alto, 
Resaca de la Palma, Monterey, and Buena 
Vista. They thought in 1852 that they might 
seore a third success if they nominated the 
hero of Cerro Gordo, Churubusco, and Cha- 
pultepec. 

Webster's availability was clouded also 
by the smoke, as of the world of lost spirits, 
arising from his 7th of March speech. It 
was characteristic of Webster that two 
speeches, the Hayne speech and the 7th of 
March speech, are the pitis with which the 
werld has fixed his career down for inspec- 
tion. In 1850 Clay was carrying through his 
last gteat compromise. Webster, as ugial, 
was doing the speaking and not the polifical

The universty professor who is also known 
by the stories he writes for boys Is less wise 
in his choice of a side line than the rest of 
these wcrkers, but he can afford to be, for 
he is an extraordinary person.

Abraham Lineoln was employed by Gray- 
son's mother to defend her son.- The case 
came to trial. Lincoln objected to none of 
the jurors. He cross examined none of the 
witnesses. save the last—the man Sovine 
who swore that he Knew the parties. saw 
Grayson fire the fatal shot, and saw him run 
away.

He fought through the war in the 
Philippines and went with the allied armies 
4m that memorable march from Tientsin to 
Peking in 1900, when the troops of America, 
‘Russia, Japan, England, and France fought 
igide by side and step by step against a 
byellow foe to the relief of the besieged lega- 
tions in the Chinese capital.

The result 
was that hundreds of. the wounded needed 
nothing but medical treatment after their 
arrival at Hiroshima. Hundreds of bullet 


wounds had been healed by first intention 
‘after first dressings and the result was to 


leave no doubt as to the asepsis of the mod- 
ern builet where the lesion is uncomplicat- 
ed. The high velocity of the modern bullet 
at short ranges had produced an almost ex- 
plosive effect, these bullets shattering bones 
and laceratiig muscular tissue, probably 
to a greater extent than had been experi- 
enced in any other war.” ._ | 

Here are some of the wonders of J 
surgery described by Dr. Seaman: 

“Up to the time of our first visit in July 
there had been more than 600 operative 
cases, and only six deaths. 

“In one of the warde we found fifteen 
surgical cases, six of which had experienced 
hemorrhages from the lungs and several 
in the abdominal cavity as the result of bul- 
let perforations. “All were recovering and 
ten were able to stand up and remain in 
that position while we were in the ward. 

“Nine patients had been shot through the 
brain, the orifice of entrance and exit being 
plainly visible. All were recovering. 

“another case was that of a man shot 
directly over the region of the heart. There 
was no point of exit for the bullet and prob- 
ably he carries it around with him today. 


* ,* 

Wonderful Success of Doctors, 

“Up to Aug. 1 9,862 cases had been re- 
celved at the hospital, of which 6,636 were 
cases of the wounded. Of the entire number 
up to that time only 34 had died—the most 
marvelous exhibit of successful surgical and 
medical treatment the world has ever seen.” 

Dr, Seaman describes the seven hospital 
ships employed by Japan to bring the wound- 
ed back from Manchuria, Every ship was 
perfectly equipped and provided. He gives 
some details, not many, of the thoroughness 
of the sanitation of the Japanese camps in 
Manchuria. Of 14,000 men in one division on 
the Yalu, in the early spring, there were only 
17 patients in quarters. Most of these had 
bronchial complaints. In the march of the 
army from Chenampo to Wiju, 250 miles, not 
a. straggier Was seen. 


‘Contrasts the Spanish War. 
- In hie closing chapter Dr. Seaman draws 
a painful contrast to scenes in Japan and 
those he witnessed during the Spanish- 

American war. He writes: 

“It was a positive delight to visit’ that 
great series of hospitals from Tokio to Sase- 
bo, their long wards filled to overflowing 
with wounded, suffering soldiers, the legiti- 
mate victims of war; their faces full of 
health and hope despite their fearful wounds 
in the long, hard campaign in Manchuria,

at the company's station, 139 Adams etreet, 
and, while at that moment it already was 
carrying 96,000 incandescent lights of six- 
teen candle power each in the hour of great- 
est‘ burden upon the whole system, its re- 
serve force kept a large portion of the down- 
town district from utter darkness. | 

Pedestrians in Adams street, between Clark 
and La Salle, may remark a neat, well kept 
litthe building, wedged in between the tower- 
ing skyscrapers whose side walls so nearly fill 
the Adams street block. To the passerby in 
the street the building is especially aftrac- 
tive for office purposes. Perhaps only the 
expert in electrical engineering in Chicago 
knows that back of this office facade, far 
over, and down and down is this largest elec- 
tric storage battery in the world. And not 
only this, but in the entire operating district 
of the company there are sixteen great stor- 
age batteries, which, independent of the gen- 
erating plants of the company, have a manu- 
facturers’ rating of 425,000 sixteen candle 
power lamp hours.

Releases Unprepaid Christmas Mail. 


HICAGO postoffice officials say that 
ene of the oddest Christmas charities 
ts that of a Boston man who annually 
releases a iot of third and fourth class 
matter that is being held for postage. 

Most of it is aewspapere and magazines that 
bave been dropped in the office insufficiently 
prepaid. The liberal hearted Bostonian, along 
about Christmas week, is accustomed to hunt 
up the clerk who has charge of this branch 
of the work and to ask what amount of 
money will prepay everything that he is hold- 
ing. When it is rated up he leaves his check 
for the amount and the whole collection is 
liberated, sent off as if given to the winds. 
Since F. E. Coyne'has been postmaster of 
Chicago he has made every effort to reach an 
addressee with this class of matter. Former- 
ly ft was the custom to consign such pack- 
ages, unless some value was apparent, to the 
waste paper box, but now there is a careful 
system by which it is sought to get the pack- 


- 


It is heid for fifteen days, after which, if 
nothing has been heard from the person ad~- 
dressed, the package is put among the waste 
products of the postoffice. It is claimed that 
60 per cent of the persons addressed respond 


with a sufficient amount of money and the 


package is sent along. If the money comes 
after the fifteen days and the package has 
been given to the waste, the money is re- 
turned to the sender with the proper ex- 
planation. 


There are fewer underpaid packages of 


third and fourth class matter than one would 
suppose. at a great postoffice like Chicago. 
Of the newspapers that are rematied after 
they have been read, a large majority bear 
@ sufficient amount of postage. Most of the 
trouble arises from the thoughticssness of 
the sender in mailing a Sunday paper under 
postage sufficient to carry one of less bulk. 
One cent will carry most of the Chicago 
morning papers on almost any week day.

Speaking for the ambitious young man in 
the field, Chactes H. Brown said: “ There 
must be a fine education, the firat requisite 
in the form of a thorough and extensive gen+ 
eral education.
